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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed 10/12/2005. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
L312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: Cancel non-elected claims 4 and 5.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of resistance metering 
device having probes on a bar clamp with two leads providing direct current and two leads 
serving to measure a voltage with a voltmeter from which a resistance is deducted comprising 
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an attachment groove situated on one of the four faces of a probe for attachment to a clamp jaw, 
at least one mechanical fastener passing through said face so as to fixedly attach a metal contact 
situated on an opposite face as well as fixedly attaching a lead and a bar clamp having jaws and 
over which jaws are sUd said attachment grooves from said probes in combination with 
remaining claims limitations. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Farquhar (US 5,525,915) discloses resistance-metering device (conductivity tester) 
having clamp probes 10 with two leads providing direct current through the conductor (wire 
rope) (Fig. 2). 

Lund (US 5,804,979) discloses circuit for measuring resistance of conductor 10 with two 
leads providing direct current and two leads serving to measure a voUage with a voltmeter from 
which a resistance is deducted (Fig. 1). 

Ribes (US 6522123 B2) discloses apparatus for measuring current flowing in a conductor 
12 comprising voltage-taking clamps 30 (FIG. 2).
